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School  Report. 


Your  Committee  is  happy  to  report  that  in  most  respects  a 
good  degree  of  prosperity  has  attended  the  various  schools  of 
the  town  during  the  past  year.  Still  there  is  a  great  chance 
for  improvement  in  all  of  them,  both  as  regards  methods  of 
conducting  recitations  and  the  system  of  discipline.  Also  the 
parents  and  citizens  do  not  take  that  interest  in  the  schools  that 
they  ought.  Every  citizen  ought  to  feel  himself  in  duty  bound 
to  visit  the  school  in  his  district  at  least  once  during  the  year. 
Your  presence  will  encourage  the  teacher,  and  it  will  also  help 
the  pupils  to  acquire  the  ability  to  tell  what  they  know  in  the 
presence  of  others.  This  ability,  or  power,  will  be  of  inesti- 
mable value  to  them  in  their  future  life-work. 


District  No.  i,  or  Union  District.  Teacher,  first  and 
second  terms,  Miss  Carrie  F.  Kelsea  ;  third  term,  Miss  Mary 
A..  Ford.  Number  of  weeks  28.  Whole  number  of  pupils 
37.  Both  of  the  teachers  proved  to  be  faithful  and  efficient 
instructors.  Many  of  the  parents  ought  to  be  ashamed  for  al- 
lowing their  children  to  be  tardy  and  absent  so  much.  The 
record  in  the  register  is  the  blackest  one  I  ever  saw. 

The  following  names  were  placed  on  the  roll  of  honor : 
First  term,  George  R.  Grantham,  Eliza  S.  Graves  and  Mabel 
Berry  ;  second  term,  Eliza  S.  Graves,  Alice  Paine,  Carl  Paine 
and  Martha  Paine  ;  third  term,  Willie  Cram,  Lewis  Coe,  Ma- 
bel Mallard,  Lillie  Kelley  and  Willie  Leighton. 

District  No.  3.  There  has  been  no  school  in  this  district 
tor  three  or  four  years.  I  understand  that  there  ai'e  three  or 
four  children  of  school  age,  but  the  citizens  of  the  district  seem 
to  take  no  interest  in  the  matter.  Here  Is  something  that  de- 
mands tlie  serious  attention  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town. 

District  No.  3.  Teacher,  Miss  Julia  Etta  True.  Num- 
ber of  terms  i,  number  of  weeks  10.  Whole  number  of  pu- 
pils 10.     Miss  True  is  a  fine  scholar  and  a  good  instructor. 

The  names  of  Alice  Canney,  Alice  Hawkins,  John  E.  Can- 
ney  and  Leon  Everett  Hawkins,  were  placed  on  the  roll  of 
honor. 

District  No.  4.  Teacher,  Miss  Venie  E.  Welch.  Num- 
ber of  terms,  i,  number  of  weeks,  10.2-5.  Whole  number  of 
pupils,  28.  The  instruction  was  thoi-ough,  the  deportment 
good,  and  the  advancement  comparatively  rapid. 

The  names  of  Flora  B.  Canney,  Angle  Fox,  Alida  L.  Fox, 
Florence  Smith,  Edith  Webster.  Nellie  Webster.  Emma  J, 
Webster  and  Herbert  Hanscom,  were  placed  on  the  roll  of 
honor. 

District  No.  5.  Teacher,  Miss  Sarah  J.  Worthen. 
Ninnber  of  terms,  i ,  number  of  weeks,    17.       Whole    number 


of  pupils,    i6.     Both  the  teacher  and  the  pupils  were  faithful. 
The  condition  of  the  school  has  been  good. 

The  names  Abbie  M.  Davis,  Martha  Hawkins,  Abbie  L. 
Hawkins,  Vina  B.  Hawkins,  Herbert  B.  Davis,  Elmer  M. 
Davis  and  Charley  M.  Thompson,  were  placed  on  the  roll  of 
honor. 

District  No.  6.  Teacher,  Miss  Clara  J.  Worthen.  Num- 
ber or  weeks,  5.  Whole  number  of  pupils,  17.  The  teacher 
was  faithful,  and  the  pupils  seemed  to  be  interested,  but  the 
term  was  so  short  that  there  could  be  but  little  advancement. 
I  would  recommend  that  this  district  raise  at  least  forty  dollars 
per  year  besides  the  regular  school  money. 

The  names  of  Everett  Hawkins,  Varney  Mclntire,  Carl 
Watson,  Warren  Brown,  Mary  Hawkins,  Martha  Watson, 
Martha  Thompson,  Lucinda  Brown,  Carrie  Hilliard,  Josie 
Nudd  and  Emma  Keysor,  were  placed  on  the  roll  of  honor. 

District  No.  7.  Teacher,  Miss  Mary  E.  Nutting.  Num- 
ber of  terms,  2,  number  of  weeks,  11.  Whole  number  of  pu- 
pils, II.  Miss  Nutting  is  the  only  teacher  in  town  who  has 
enjoyed  the  advantages  of  a  regular  normal  training,  and  her 
school  for  the  past  year  has  shown  emphatically  the  benefit  of 
such  training. 

The  following  names  were  placed  on  the  roll  of  honor : 
First  term,  Carrie  E.  Perkins,  Mary  E.  Webster,  Willie  J. 
Clark,  Raymond  Mudgett,  Willie  A.  Perkins,  Fred.  E. 

Miles  G.  Evans,  James  S,  Cox,  Car- 
rie E.  Perkins,  Mary  E.  Webster,  Willie  A.  Perkins,  Ray- 
mond Mudgett,  Fred  E.  Webster. 

In  concluding  this  report,  your  committee  would  say  that 
he  has  tried  to  be  faithful  in  performing  the  duties  of  the  office, 
having  made  thirty  officiiil  visits  during  the  year,  and  having 
in  no  single  instance  failed  to  see  each  school  twice  during 
each  term,  and  manv  of  them  three  or  more  times.

Every  school  in  town  ought  to  be  provided  with  a  good  dic- 
tionary, and  at  least  a  good  map  of  the  United  States  and  one 
of  New  Hampshire.  I  would  also  call  the  attention  of  the 
prudential  committees  to  the  condition  of  the  black-boards.
